Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant and the examiner discussed a proposed amendment to 
the independent claims that would inser the limitations of claims 24 and 28 into the independent claims and to also 
require the multilayer to constitute at least two of each of the first and second magnetic layers. The examiner notes that 
this amendment would likely result in the case being allowed, as this requirement of these types of multilayers would 
be considered novel and unobvious when combined with applicants exchange stiffness requirements.. 
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
